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To evidence the informant's belief, the informant has 
met with agents limiting his availability, timewise, because of 
fear that meet ing with ascent will b e observed.

In further evidence of his fear, it is noted that the 
agent, upon i nformant 's request , met the informant on the second

Adequate 
coverage was afforded this contact. 

It should be noted at this time that the information 
furnished by the informant, to date, could not be discussed at 
any great length because of informant's time element. During 
these meetings, very few questions were presented to the informant 
because he, the informant, was rapidly furnishing this extremely 
valuable information and jumping from one subject matter to 
another. 


Informant also expressed great fear in meeting with the 
agent in hotels or motels or in any area V/liere Chicago hoodlums 
are known to be living or frequent!_j_ 

Therefore, arrangements are being made to contact 
the informant at appropriate distances away from the City of 
Chicago in order to provide proper security measures. 


Arrangements have also been made with the informant 
for the use of code names of both the agent and the informant 
to be utilised when telephonically malting contact and also in 
order to conceal the identity of the informant. 


Informant has freely furnished inforiaation concerning 
his relatives and background to the extent of being reluctant to 
discuss activities at this time concerning his personal endeavors 
on behalf of the "outfit". 
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Initial contact with informant was had on February 25, 
1964, and from February 27, 1964, to March 5, 1964, the informant 
has furnished the following information. It is pointed out that 
the informant has agreed to make arrangements to have lengthy

(both now deceased by natural causes) were able to bring the 
organization back into control by one individual and establish 
the organization again as a profitable controlled, supervised 
enterprise. He advised through the exercise, control and power 
of JAKE GUZIK individuals such as EDDIE VOGEL,HURRAY HUMPHREYS, 
RALPH PIERCE and ©thereof non-Italian extraction were able to 
become leaders in the organization however not members.

DETAILS I 

On September 26, 1968, the following item 
appeared in Chicago Tribune Tower Ticker column of news 
reporter ROBERT UIEDRICils 

"CIIAEJGIKG TIIIE3 j Albert (Obbie} Frabotto sits 
on the front stoop of a roxr house on Rush street 
some evenings, a tragic figure on the face of 
near north side history. He is a forgotten man, 
a has-been, a nan who in a decade has been shelved 
by sociological change. 

For Obbie, a pioneer beatnik in the crime 
syndicate, can* t measure up to the bearded, 
long haired, unwashed new generation that scuffs 
past his observation post, idly strumming 
guitars and muttering revolutionary slogans. 

Ten years ago, Obbie was knoxm as the mob* s 
beatnik poet. He was so untidy and uncouth 
that even his gangster pals shunned him except 
when his talents as a terrorist were needed. 

And when he invested heavily in an espresso 
coffee house where people read verse, Obbie was 
virtually exiled by the I tafia. 

Hell, those days have passed. Obbie, if 
anything, is now living proof that even a 
middle aged hippie can grow up. He lives in a 
respectable, high rental apartment overlooking 
Lake Ilichigan and even walks a toy poodle. But 
of late, changing times have apparently gotten 
to Obbie. lie’s seen observed parking his big 
car at Rush and Oak, then moseying down the 
street to his perch, where he sits and just 
shakes his head. Yep, a tragic figure. That’s 
Obbie Frabotta!" 

On October 10, 1963, CG T-l advised that 
ALBERT '-OBBIE 1 FRABOTTA continues to receive a certain 
stipend from the Chicago organised criminal "outfit 1 * for 
oast services rendered. He stated FRABOTTA has no 
responsibility in the "outfit** at the present tine, and 
he occasionally goes to the Chicago area racetracks. IIe

related FRABOTTA has been extremely unhappy for the past 
few years "because ho has lost so much stature xn tae 
“outfit. 45 CG T-l explained that FRAEOTTA was never 
aggressive in connection with his “racket 11 ' activities, 
having never displayed an ability to handle problems. 

He adviced FRABOTTA was always considered to be below 
par when it came to intelligence. Source advised that 
PRAEO.TTG continues to reside at 3950 North Lake Shore 
Drive, Chicago, Illinois. 


CG T-2 advised on December 13, I960, that the 
M E?angini w card gome located next door to the Sherman 
Bridge Club, 69/0 North Glcnwood Avenue, is still in 
operation. He stated this gome is being controlled by 
LMMIE PATRICIA, RQCCO POTELTZA, MAX HKTILER, and “OBBIB 5 ' 
FRAEQTTA. He related his game is quite active on 
Monday nights. Source adviced that the cards bearing 
certain markings are used by the players in lieu of money 
as security in case the game is raided by the police.

The attached Federal Income Tax data was made 
availabl e on the date indi cated by Assistant United States 
Attorney | [ Special Prosecutions Unit, b6 

Chicago. The tax returns from which the data was obtained b7c 

are in a group of approximately 200 returns requested 
by the Task Force located in the United States Attorney’s 
Office, Chicago. The returns were obtained by the Task 
Force from a list of names of hoodlum subjects obtained 
from the Washington, D. C. headquarters of the Task Force. 

1967 returns are the latest available at this time. 

The ostensible purpose of the review was to de¬ 
termine which subjects are claiming home mortgage-interest 
expense deductions. 


The review was made as part of a project to 
determine which hoodlums have obtained loans from Federal 
Savings and Loan Associations. Title 18, United States 
Code, Section 1014 covers Federal Savings and Loan Associat¬ 
ions and prohibits making of false statements to such 
institutions for the purpose of influencing any action. 
Penalty is $5,000 fine or two years or both. 

Since the purpose of the review was to merely 
identify subject’s with home mortgages and if possible 
the S&L holding the mortgage, and the fact the IRS regula¬ 
tions prohibit disclosure of tax information.
